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B r (lie arrival of (he G eo r g i a aud Em- 
n a e C m ?, we have twenty days later news 
from California and other Pacific ports.— 
The Empire city brought on freight $938,- 
339 in gold dust, and a large amount in the 
hands of passengers. 
Below will be found 
tho news contained in our files:— 
There have l>een several lynching ope­ 
rations in different parts of the State.— 
Two men were arrested on suspicion of 
having robbed Mr. Jansen, a merchant.— 
T he accused were from Sydney and were 
recognized as convicts from the British 
penal colonies. 
The organization of the 
immigrant convicts is so complete, that it 
is utmost impossible to obi ain a conviction, 
and the citizens have for a 
long time 
been convinced that the courts were but 
abettors of the rascality carried on by these 
knaves. 
T he citizens, to the number of 
perhaps ten thousand, met in front of the 
court house, and having assigned the pris­ 
oners counsel they proceeded to trial, and 
heard evidence for and against the accused. 
Three judges were chosen by the people, 
and the jurors were selected ut like man­ 
ger. 
After hearing the testimony, the jury 
stood nine for conviction and three for ac­ 
quittal, and the prisoners were handed over 
to the law. 
Charles Duane, alias Dutch Charley, 
who had shot a Frenchman a few days pre­ 
viously, and had been admitted to bail, 
fearing that the multitude would take sum­ 
mary vengeance upon him, took refuge in 
the station house. 
In Sacramento a g a m b l e r named Rowe, 
shot a man named M^ers— a murder en­ 
tirely unprovoked. 
'I he citizens assem­ 
bled, went through the forms of a trial, and 
hung the murderer at midnight. 
Similar 
usurpations of the law have taken place iii 
different parts of the State. 
T he news from the mines present noth­ 
ing startling. 
The principal movement is 
toward the Klamath and Scott rivers, ami 
Trinidad, the depot of this region, is in­ 
creasing as rapidly as Sacramento in its 
palmiest days. 
A large company is ope­ 
rating at Gold Bluff with some success, 
though the papers are very barren of partic­ 
ulars. 
T he Alta California notices the recep­ 
tion of very ricli specimens of auriferous 
quartz from the vein at Gross Valey, five 
miles from Nevada City. 
This vein was 
bought at a small cost front the original 
claimants. 
They then hired fifteen or 
twenty men, and by mere manual labor, 
breaking the quartz with hammers, ob­ 
tained gold enough to pay all expenses, ami 
in ten days rn adit‘over $20,000 clear. 
In 
one instance a piece of rock 25 lbs. weight 
yielded $200. 
They 
have, in addition, 
thirty tons of rock laid up really fur labor. 
Three or four machines are about being 
put in operation ti the vicinity. The ledge 
can be traced for many miles. The quartz 
is found from IO to 30 feet below the 
surface. 
A genuine ruby has been found in a 
piece of quartz taken from the “ Union 
Quartz Rock Mountain,” four miles front 
Nevada city. 
The Indians have not yet been brought 
to a treaty, although the commissioners 
hold out hope that such a result will speedily 
take place. T he commissioners are encam­ 
ped on the Mariposa. They had interviews 
with some of the friendly tribes, who had 
promised their good oflice* toward effect­ 
ing a meeting between the commissioners 
and the hostile chiefs.- These had all with­ 
drawn into the mountain fastnesses, w hence 
they make occasional incursions, driving 
olFcattle, aud sometimes killing a solitary 
miner. A volunteer force of some 200 men 
is collected aud stationed in the neighbor­ 
hood of the passes to the mountains await­ 
ing the result of the attempt to negotiate. 
A writer 
in the Stockton Times ex­ 
presses the belief that no treaty of peace 
can be made before the Indians have fell 
the force of the strength of the whites, and 
a determination is manifested by hostile 
movements to exterminate them. 
T he Sacramento Transcript records a 
(wormish between a party ot miners and 
inc Indians on Silver Creek, near the 
S >uth Fork of the American River. 
The 
whites came out of the fijht unharmed 
kitling three of the Indians and capturing 
ci^ht head of cattle. 
T he Sacramento Tunes say*, on the 
authority <<f a gentleman from Redding’s 
Diggings, that a large number of miners 
have perished i i i the snow upon the moun­ 
tains iii that vicinity, a heavy fall of snow 
having covered men and mules as they 
were crossing tile mountains. 
At Martinez the culprit caught iii the 
act of stealing was punished with one hun­ 
dred lashes from a six tailed cat, Ins father 
having vainly offered two thousand dollars 
for the remission of the infliction.

T he cables are firmly anchored in 
the rock, and pass over two massive stone 
towers, some 14 feet high. 
On the lop of 
these towers are solid iron plates, and 
rollers on these, upon which are other 
plates with grindings for each of the cables, 
so that there is no horizontal strain upon 
the towers, but nil the pressure is perpendi­ 
cular on the same principle with the pres­ 
sure on the bridge under the strings of a 
viol. 
T he cables when extended have the 
shape of a rainbow turned upside down, 
and to the uninitiated it would seem that a 
bridge built on these cables would give a 
merry run down to the centre, aud then 
he up hill to the opposite side. But instead 
of the planking and pathway being over 
the cables it is under them, mid is to be 
perfectly level. 
T he centre of the bridge 
will nearly touch the centre of the cables, 
while at either end it w ill he some OO or 70 
feet below them, aud the work to be sustain­ 
ed by iron rods suspended from the cables. 
A road has been cut along the side of the 
mountain to either terminus of the bridge, 
w here solid walls of masonry have been 
built. 
The planking is to be twenty fret 
wide, intended at present for teams; but 
the towers and iron plates are constructed, 
so that extra cables can be run over them. 
It is said to he the greatest suspension 
bridge i i i the world.— U nrule Com. Adv.

By this means the re­ 
sisting force, commonly called back-water, 
is entirely avoided, as the paddle being a 
movable one, leaves the water iii the same 
manner as it entered, after performed its 
work of propulsion.

which a common principle is here applied 
is surprising ; aud what is of great advan­ 
tage ,is the fact that in case of accident to 
a blade of the propeller, it cml be taken 
out and replaced i i i an hour. 
The inven­ 
tion will, of cooree, he patented, aud bids 
fair to supercede the wheels now in use for 
steam purposes.

highly electrical properties, affords the 
means of producing in a very simple man­ 
ner an amount of electricity ne great aa 
that of the common eleetrieel machine.— 
T he machine, as improved, consists of a 
wooden frame some eighteen inches high, 
which carries two woinlen rollers of equal 
diameter ; to the axle of one of which a 
handle is attached by which it can be rota­ 
ted. 
Around the rollers, and fitting them 
tightly, it passed a band of gutta percha 
about four inches in width—the rubbers 
are four brushes of bristles, and are placed 
outside the band and opposite the axis of 
each roller. 
A double conductor connect­ 
ed by a brass rod passing over the top of 
the machine it applied, similar in form to 
the conductor of the plate-glasa machine. 
When the handle of the machine is turned, 
causing the gutta percha band to move at 
a moderate velocity, an abundant supply of 
electricity is excited. T he electrictv given 
off ap|>ears to be of higher intensity, and 
under favorable states of the weather, nearly 
as much iii quantity as that of an ordinary 
plate-glass machine. 


T h e investigations of this country and 
Europe into the nature and causes of the 
Aurora Borealis are educing certain facts 
that are found amenable to certain laws 
which may finally lend to the solution of 
(Ina astronomical puzzle. 
T he Royal So­ 
ciety of Ediugburgh in 1850, ascertained 
that the auroral appearances quite faithful­ 
ly correspond to the diurnal and annual 
variations or disturbances of the magnetic 
needle. 
They are most at 9 o'clock, to­ 
wards and diminishing from that hour of 
the night. 
They are also greatest at the 
equinoxes, and least at the solticcs, aud 
particularly at the summer suit ice. 
They 
have also a monthly variation of frequency 
or intensity to which depends obviously on 
the age of die moon, tieing the greatest 
when the moon is about at the end of the 
first and third quarters. 
The results of 
these investigations are interesting.

T he how­ 
ling of the dog* in the streets of Messina, 
previous to the earthquake of 1763, was so 
violent that they were ordered to be killed.” 
It is also worthy of remark that this pre­ 
science of some approaching convulsion of 
nature is sooner fell by dumb animals than 
by man. 


A m e e i c a n C l i t t e r S h i p s .— A writer in 
the London Shipping Gazette - William V’. 
Willie—state* that he has just returned 
from a tour in the United States, and being 
a ship owner, he paid special attention to 
our commercial marine. 
He remarks:— 
" The first new feature that struck me 
was the rapid constuctmn of a large class 
of vessels which may be designated the 
San Francisco clippers, a fleet of which now 
exist aud are in course of construction.— 
The vessels usually vary from 1000 to 1700 
tons American measurement, though one 
of 2500 tons is now on the stocks at New 
York. 
Iii point of speed they will un­ 
questionably prove themselves superior to' 
any vessels now afloat belonging to any 
country, aud will as certainly absorb the 
carrying trade from China to Great Britain, 
if our present laws remain intact.

lo ail alibi, on the trial of Cole and Kanouse 
iii August last, at which trial tho jury were 
discharged, being unable to agree. Kanotise 
since that time, has been tried, found guilty 
and sentenced to eight years imprisonment 
in the State Prison. Dorsey was indicted 
for the perjury, mid is now in jail awaiting 
Ins trial. 
The trial is still going oil.

W h i l e the attention of the American public ti 
directed to the culture and manufacture of flax. 
the interest with which the subject wras received 
in England is partially checked by the decision 
of some of the first manufacturers, that machin­ 
ery must be constructed expressly for its manu­ 
facture before it can come into general use. 
It 
is said that Chevalier Clausaen has abandoned 
the idea of spinning on ordinary cotton machin­ 
ery, and that the common system of carding cot­ 
ton is found not to be applicable to the flax fibre. 
However true this may he for Manchester it 
has been found incorrect in Lowell, for sample* 
of cloth have been exhibited in that city, woven 
in a few hours, from raw flax, imported from 
Manchester. The yarn was a mixture of flax and 
cotton, No. 16, and wove into twilled cloth.— 
Other specimens have been offered of cloth wo­ 
ven entiicly from flax. and machines have been 
constructed for the dressing of the raw materia'., 
which will reduce the cost of producing very 
materially. And since the subject is fairly in tho 
hands of the Yankees we may look forward to 
no very distant day for a constant supply of 
cloths woven from so desirable a material. 
It is generally conceded that Chevalier d am ­ 
son is the inventor of the new mode of preparing 
and w'caving flax, but the W. O. Picayune say*: 
” Mr. O S. Leavitt, of Cincinnati made the in­ 
vention five years ago, and patented it, or rather 
secured it by caveat, in 1h46. 
He has been sn- 
ticipated in making it public, by Cla<>»»en, in 
England, w ho, however, does not like him. pro­ 
duce pure linen, but adulterates woolens 
silks.” 
The opinion which has p r e v a i l e d , that flax can­ 
not be raised to advantage in this country i*!n' 
correct. 
Preble County, Ohio, p ro d u ced IU* 
enough last year to supply fifty thousand spin­ 
dles with lint for a year. 
It is now conceded 
that flax growing districts in the States rats* 
from six hundred to twelve hundred pounds cf 
flax to the acre, while in Ireland, five hundred 
pound# per acre is considered a good yield. 
The great object of the English producer and 
manufacture! is to secure a home supply 
their factories, thut they may bo independent of 
America, thereby avoiding the fluctuations 
attendant losses on the rising and falling of out 
cotton crops. In this they may bo successful' 
so far ns to obtain a supply of staple from the.r 
own soil, but in price they cannot compete with 
the United States, as millions of pounds ar*5 
nually raised solely for the seed, the lint 
which, now there is a demand for it, will be Prf 
pared under the new process, and f u r n i s h e d to 
the Manchester manufacturer at a lower rat* 
than he can obtain the same article raised on 
own soil.
